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THE RENASCENCE 
OF FRANCE, 





To those who even in the darkest 
hours of socialist and labour 
agitation kept their faith in the 
strong common sense and patriot- 
ism of the bulk of the French 
people, the events of the past three 
months have been a source of deep 
satisfaction. Even the “dear 
food” riots which began a month 
ugo in north-eastern France and 
spread thence to Brittany and 
Burgundy have not been without 
their bright side. In one or two 
particulars the riots in France 
present a curious parallel with 
some nearer Shanghai. The ori- 
ginal cause of high prices, apart 
altogether from the influence of 
the drought in Enrope during the 
past summer, is the work of food 
speculators, into whose doings M. 
Briand, then Prime Minister, pro- 
mised an investigation more than a 
year ago. And when prices took 
‘sudden upward tarn some few 
weeks back, it was the French 
women, those admirable housewives 
who are the centre of the unparal- 
leled economy of their nation and 
have so clear an idea of what they 
onght to pay in the kitchen, who 
took the lead and attacked the 
provision shops, just as was done by 
the peasunt women of Pootung. 
Within some twenty-four hours 
of the outbreak of every disorder, 
the General Confederation of La- 
bour had taken command of the 
agitation. ‘This body bas gradually 
been losing its hold upon the 
French working classes; there is 
reason to believe tl has been 
meditating a food strike, for more 
than a year, as a desperate means of 
regaining its position ; and what-| 
ever outward success it may claim, 
the character of its leaders and 
adherents and the methods. that 
they pursue have been exposed 
with fatal conspicuousness. In 
common with the Federation, the 
practical results of political 
Socialism have received » rude 
shock. In one of the worst dis- 
organized communes, that of St. 
Quentin, the mayor and his coun- 
cillors are all Socialists, and it bas 
been plainly shown that they were 
equally to blame for allowing what 
occurred to germinate and for their 











ineptitude in controlling the situa- 
tion when confronted with it. 

But the most convincing sign 
that the trae French temperament: 
is not dead, even if for a while it 
appeared to be slamberiag, is found 
in the resolu'ion with which the 
nation has faced the Morocco crisis. 
“From the military standpoint,” said 
the “ Echo de Paris” 9 month ago, 
“we have been living on the alert 
for the last two months and this 
has done us good.” And the 
description given by our Paris 
correspondent the other day of the 
French attitude bears ont the 
« Echo de Paris's” verdict. France, 
he wrote, has behaved “like a man 
faced with the prospect of a serious 
and necessary surgical operation.” 
What it is important, however, to 
note is that this attitude would 
have been impossible had there not 
been good grounds for confidence 
in the state of the nation l defences. 
As regards the army this confidence 
is no new thing The disastrous 
results of General André’s régime 
at the Ministry of War and the 
system of political espionage which 
prevailed in all grades, and 
especially among officers, have been 
effectually eliminated and for at 











least four years the Freach army |G 


bas been gaining ground rapidly in 
efficiency and general morale. Now 
it is evidently the tarn of the navy. 
Differences of vpinion still prevail 
us regards the disposition of the 
French ships of each class. But as 
regards the fighting quality of the 
ninety vessels, both in personnel 
and armament, which arranged 
themselves for review at Toulon 
on September 4, there appears 
no ground whatever for uneasiness. 
The review, wo are told, was hailed 
‘as’ marking the regeneration of 
the French pavy and restora- 
tion to the ravk from which it bad 
fallen a8 a result of the pernicious 
policy of demagogues and other 
political ‘ wreckers’.” There should 
certainly be little to fear from that 
policy while M. Delcassé remains 
at tho Ministry of Marine. It was 
a bitter blow indeed that the 
memory of this review should so 
soon have been darkened by the 
appalling explosion of the Liberté. 
Yet even thus, as we remarked ut 
the time, there was consolation in 
the saperb discipline shown by the 
crew of the ill-fated battleship. 
Ina word, if we may venture so 
to express it, France once again 
sppears to stand upright with the 
dignity becoming to a great nation 
and her own history. The hollow- 
ness of the policy, to which at one 
time ber ralers evidently inclit 
of endeavouring to preserve n: 
security by means of a chain of 




















ententes unsupported by armaments, 
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has been clearly revealed, and bas, 
it is to be hoped, been discarded 
for ever. With such a change in 
her international policy, _ the 
manegement of the internal situa 





‘itude abroad 
presupposes, if it is not indeed 
dependent on, the maintenance of 
order at home. OF the spirit of 
the nation generally there has never 
been cause to doubt. But the 
pasillanimous tactics of its rulers, 
within the past few years, in the 
face of social revolution, have been 
a serious anxiety to friends of 
France. The contrast between the 
slackness of the authorities towards 
the Champagne riots and the rigour 
with which the dear food outlawry 
was put down, has been noted with 
plessure in many quarters. It 
would be idlo to deny the 
forces working for anarchy which 
have to be overcome. The General 
Confederation of Labour, though 
discredited, is by no means con- 
quered. Sabotage as a political 
weapon, the criminal destruction of 
private property often at the risk 
of innocent lives, is openly preach- 
ed. At the present “time the 
ernment is considering ways 
and means of reducing prices of 
foodstuffs ; and as a picturesque 
incident it may be noted that the 
first consignment of batter, ten tons 
‘ever sent from Australia to France 
has recently been despatched from 
Melbourne to Marseilles. Bat 
prices fluctuate. The seeds of 
social. disorder are permanent and 
unless sternly eradicated cannot 
i 














but grow. The time is over-ripe 
for « strong blow to be aimed at 
the General Confederation of 
Labour ; and if M. Caillaux and 
colleagues can summon up 
courage to act vigorously, they will 
have the support of the majority of 
their fellow-countrymen, not least, 
we may believe, among the true 
working-men of France.

EXPEDITIONS ON THE WAY. 

Telegrams from Milan state that 
the first expedition, consisting of 
23,000 men, will be ready to sail 
for Tripoli on October 3, und that 
13,000 more will follow shorily.

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CHINESE ON THE 


COUNCIL. 
Sept. 30. 

We mast confess to some feeling 
of disappointment tbat our article 
under the above heading of a week 
ago should have drawn forth so 
little response in the way of cor- 
respondence. Two letters have been 
received, but with all respect to the 
writers neither has much to say 
that is worth listening to in the 
way of constructive criticism. Both 
writers take us to task for the 
shortness of the original article. 
It is to be feared that such an 
accusation is not often levelled at 
these columns. If quantity were 
the only requisite for such a dis- 
cussion, then our correspondents 
fall under the same condemnation. 
In exact number of words it may 
be—we have not counted—that 
“Ex Necessitate’s” letter is larger 
than the leader, owing to the 
difference in size of type. In 
actual length we have the advantage 
of him by some ten or twelve lines. 
For the rest, “Ex Necessitate” 
complains that we bave “ brought 
forward, discussed and decided upon 
fa proposal of the most far-reaching 
importance, s proposal moreover 
which is repugnant to the spirit 
of the Treaties, the Land Regula- 
tion and to the views of the 
Ratepayers expressed in no un- 
certain voice at the Meeting of 
1906”. fact which does not 
prevent the writer from reviving 
the proposal put before the Rate- 
payers in 1906, which by the way 
was entirely different from the one 
now under discussion, and argaing 
for it as “a far-seeing and states- 
manlike measure.” The second 
correspondent confines himsclf to a 
logical point: If the claim for 
Settlement extension is sound, it 
should be argued on its own merits, 
not onjoled out of the Chinese 
Government by a guid pro quo. 

To take first the logical point, 
with which on grounds of pure 
equity no one can possibly disagree, 
it may be replied that even logic 
must at times submit to be modified 
by the circumstances of the case. 
‘The demand for Settlement exten- 
sion has been pressed for four years 
“without regard to whether it does 
‘or does not involve the admission 
of our Chinese fellow citiz to 
a sbare in our government,” and 
on its own merits, plain and in- 
disputable. But what is the result ? 
The Chinese Government turns a 
deaf ear to such representations 
and the foreign Governments are 
either too far away or too mach 
occupied with other affairs to take 
up eudgels on bebaif of their 




















nationals. In these disheartening 
circumstances and with the need for 
Settlement extension growing more 
urgent every day, the possible 
virtues of a compromise suggest 
themselves to certain citizens 
concerned in the government of 
Shanghai; and casting about for 
some basis of negotiation, they light, 
naturally enough, upon the thing 
which they know that our Chinese 
fellow residents hold very near to 
their hearts. Logic has been tried 
and found wanting. Shall we, as 
others have done in like cir- 
cumstances, bargain? In this 
form the question is put before the 
community for decision. As 
regards the alternative proposal for 
a Chinese Consultative Committee, 
now resurrected by our first cor- 
respondent, it may be recalled, to 
sam up history as briefly as pos- 
sible, that the Committee repre- 
sentati of the Chinese Trade 
Gaiids was held by the Council to 
have proved a claim to recognition 
by assistance rendered in connexion 
with the riots of 1905. The claim, 
as far as official recognition went, 
was disallowed at the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting on the ground that it was 
inadmissible under the Land Re- 
gulations. But the inherently 
weak point of the arrangement was 
clearly brought oat in oar corres- 
pondence columns. A Consultative 
Committee would tend to set up 
two masters, It might use its 
position to promote boycotts and 
to thwart the Council in twenty 
different ways. Under the proseat 
hority is combined, 
not divided as it might very well 
be by a separate Chinese Consulta- 
tative Committee, and while the 
wishes of Chinese residents would 
be made known through their mew- 
bers on the Counsil, foreign 
authority would be secured by a 
majority of foreign councillors. 
Bat to return for one moment to 
what was indeed the original pur- 
pose for which this discussion was 
begun. In correspondence with the 
Senior Consul, the Municipal Coun- 
cil openly alladed to “ the lengths 
to which the foreign community is 
prepared to go” to secure exten- 
ion, as a thing of common know- 
ledge to the Consular Body and to 
Shanghai at large. Now this, as 
we said at the time, is to say or at 
any rate to suggest too much. The 
community may or may not be 
prepared to admit Chinese to the 
Council as the price of extension. 
But the Council bas as yet no means 
of telling, beyond certain allusions 
at Ratepayers’ Meetings which 
were never put into the form

As for passing jadgement in a 
single article, of whatever length, 
unsupported by any popular expres- 
sion of opinion, the subject as our 
correspondent ‘Ex Necessitate” 
says, is of far-reaching import, and 
such an attempt would be absurd. 
At the beginning of the discussion, 
then, one word is a 
hundred.

THE WAR IN 


TRIPOLL 
Oct. 2. 

Tae prevailing emotion with 
which by the majority of people 
the declaration of war between 
Italy and Turkey was received was, 
perhaps, som-thing akin to be- 
wilderment. For considerably more 
than two months the world has 
preparing itself for the pos-~ 
sibility of war, bat in a totally 
different direction. In something 
ander two weeks the quarrel in 
Tripoli, long smouldering bat until 
recently wituout outward manifes- 
tation tbat bad attracted general 
attention, has flared up into open 
conflict, and the whole mental

orientation of Europe must be 
wrenched round into new channels. 
The causes of that quarrel, from 
the Italian point of view, are amply 
detailed els 
Briefly, th 






here in theso colamns. 
history of Tripoli re- 
solves itgelf into a contest of Italian 
enterprise versus Turkish obstrac- 
tion, culminating in a situation 
which had long threatened to be- 
come unbearable: and if Italy was 
to act, the time of year in the 
exposed ports of Tripoli, not less 
than the most elementary prin 
ples of success, demanded that sl 
should act quickly. So far as the 
antagonists themselves are con- 
cerned, Italy has everything in her 
favour. Whatever progress may 
have been made in the Tarkish 
navy under the guidance of British 
advice, it cannot pretend to com- 
peto with the Italian ; and Admiral 
is thus provided with an- 
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other instance of the value of con- 
trol of the sea. Any hour may 
bring us the news of the eaptare of 
Tripoli, and although there may 
continue to be guerilla warfare 
extending over a considerable time, 
the position of the town of Tripoli, 
from which the country round for 
several miles can be covered by 
machine guns on the walls, would 
be a strong one for its Italian 
captors, even if the formidable and 
lawless Senussi should rise in the 
south. The number of men mention- 
ed as being on the way for the seat 
of war is less than 40,000 all told, 
including those on the ships first 
despatched. Such nunibers indicate 
plainly that the Italian War Office 
does not anticipate 27 strong op-| 

‘ition. The Turkish soldier as a 
Bghting force is never to he under- 
estimated. But where can he come 
at his foe ? 

It is in the possibility of reverbera- 
tions outside the north-eastern coasts 
of Africa that so much anxious 
speculation lies, and to this is to 
be attributed the fervour of the de- 
nunciations that have been levelled 
at Italy. Much of those criticisms 
appeals to the sense of justice as 
being insincero, not to say hypo- 
critical. Neither Austria-Hungary, 
with the absorption of Bosnia- 
Herzegovina fresh in every memory, 
nor Germany can well afford to 
cast stones at others. The attitude 
of the British Press, under all 
normal conditions ‘traditionally 
mpathetic with Italian ambitions, 
is dictated by a sense of Great 
Britain's immense responsibiliti 
is Islam, whose adherents, in 
India slone outnumber those in 
Tarkey by two to one ; and, it may 
be, by an uneasy feeling of the| 
awkwardness of refusing passage 
to Turkish troops through Egypt, 
as it certainly will be refused. But 
at bottom, unpleasant as the ex- 
planation may be, the principal 
ingredient in the denunciation of 
Italy is apprehension. The Balkan 
States are now as ever an uncertain 
uantity, and the possibilities that 
the Chriatian Albanians may profit 
by the Turkish embarrasment to 
bestir themselves afresh are ac- 
centuated by the new revolt of the 
Massulman Albanians for privileges 

lar to those lately accorded to 
fellow-nationals. At such 
occasions original motives are 
readily obscured, especially in tho 
olah of religious feeling ; and it 
becomes easy to imagine a situation 
that would call, or at least give 
excuse, for intervention by other 
Powers adjacent to this vexatious 
penineula, Albania is unquestion- 
bly the weak point, together, 
haps, with Macedonia, now that:

‘an gendarmerie have had tobe re- 
moved. On the other hand, Italy 
has given a voluntary pledge that 
she contemplates no aggressive 
measures regarding Tarkey in 
Enrope, a pledge which the pursuit’ 
and grounding of the Turkish des- 
troyers at Preveza does not violate 
while no landing of troops results. 
The menace of a holy war 
might equally be discounted by 
Turkey’s dignified repudiation of 
any semblance of the unprincipled 
doings which she detects in other 
Powers. But the best that can bo 
said, perbaps, is that holy wars have 
been threatened before : yet with- 
out effect. 

Moreover, not only has Europe 
‘not shown any inclination to be in- 
volved in the quarrel but she has 
shown a clear desire to be kept out 
of it. She bas refused the earnest 
appeals of Turkey that she should 
intervene ; and although Germany 
has busied herself in Rome and Con- 
stantinople to effect a settlement, 
such conduct is perfectly natural to, 
i€ not incumbent on, her as the ally 
of one party and the professed friend 
‘of the other. To the chancelleries 
of Europe the brewing of trouble in 
‘Tripoli has long been perfectly well 
known. For many years Italians 
have been encouraged by their au- 
thorities to enter into business rela- 
tions with Tripoli and to settle there, 
with an ultimate purpose that was 
not less generally manifest. At the 
present time Turkey is not in the 
best of odour. Two or three years 
she was pointed to as the spoilt 
child of Europe; bat the Young 
'Tark régime, with its motto of reco- 
very of Ottoman rights, the conse- 
quences of which bave been made 
visible in Sy: 


















from the reaction of popular feeling 
to which all spoilt children are 
sooner or later exposed. In short, 
Tripoli has for many years been 
regarded as the natural outlet of 
Italian colonial ambitions and it 
would be absurd to interfere with 
her wishing to regalarize her posi- 
tion in that quarter, especially when 
there is certainly something to gain 
by non-interference and far more 
to lose by the opposite course. 
‘These considerations, however, need 
not mean that no attempt will be 
made to influence the combatants 
for peace. A war wherever fought, 
however eagerly restricted to a 
given area, is in the circumstances 
lof the world to-day an unquestio- 
nable source of danger ; and already 
a way to a settlement would seem fo 
be opened by Tarkey’s expressed 
readiness, if not to accept the Ita- 
lian ultimatum in its present form, 
at any rate to make concessions. 
‘The main point of objection is that 
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Tealy has grown tired of concessions 
never fulfilled: and having taken 
upon herself the expense and odium 
of active measures, she might consi- 
der it now to be bad business to 
accept anything that savoured of 
the balf loaf. But there seems no 
good reason why the fight should 
be drawn beyond the limitsin which 
she is ready to deal with it alone.

Fifty thousand 
acres are to be leased to the United 
States, we are told. China will 
bear the cost of transplanting 
emigrants to the spot and of troops 
to protect them while at work ; 
and the United States will provide 
the necessary instructors for what 
appears to be, at least in part, an 
agricultural training school.

story is discredited to-day. Yet it 
is, we know, in accordance with the 
policy which Viceroy Chao Erh- 
sén was sent to Mukden to develop, 
with the aid of » portion of the 
funds earmarked for this purpose 
from the currency loan. But it is 
also, and more importantly, in accord 
with the policy to which the United 
States Government and its re- 
presentatives in China have devoted 
themselves during the past two or 
three years.

hard to say. Of the motives which 
inspire the leaders of the campaign 
there is no doubt. Their watch- 
word is that the American nation 
must learn “to think imperially.” 
This was the burden of President 
Taft’s utterances on his great tour 
of the Far East in 1907, the logical 
outcome of his career, which, it will 
he remembered was passed to a 
very great extent in the sphere of 
international politics, and we find 
the same lesson preached in the 
thougLtful and well instructed books 
of Mr. Price Collier, which com- 
mand ever-increasing attention. 
The acceptance of the Monroe 
doctrine by European Powers led 
to « natural expansion of United 
States energies towards Central and

and the acquisition of the Philip 
ines turned the eyes of United 
tates rulers in a new direction. 
For the past three decades Ameri- 
ca’s share of the China market has. 
languished proportionately to the 
lack of attention bestowed upon it. 
Already the tide is turning ; anda 
new sense of careful selection is 
visible in the appointment of the 
men who represent America in the 
Far East both in business as well 
as in diplomacy. The point at 
which the real interest of investiga- 
tion begins is how far the American 
people themselves have learnt or 
are learning to realize the tempta- 
tions and romance of the Far East. 
It is a curious paradox of the whole 
situation that the only really pros- 
American enterprises in 
the oil and tobacco trusts, 
against which war has been de- 
clared in their own country. But

CRISIS IN TURKEY. 
Oct. 4, 

Iw the unhay ition in which 
Torkey find hertelf at the opening 
of the war with Italy, not the least 
of her difficulties is that which has 
arisen from the dissensions among 
her Mi rs. Noone who has fol- 
lowed, even superficially, the course 
of events in Constantinople since 
the revolution of 1909, and partion- 
larly during the past few months, 
will have been surprised at the re- 
signation of the Grand Vizier Hakki 
Pasha, or at the obstacles which his 
successor Said Pasha meets with in 
trying to form a new Cabinet. The 
conciliation which Turkey was vir- 
tually obliged to extend to the Ma- 
lissoris, indeed to Albania generally, 
was a bitter pill forthe Young Turk 
party to swallow. It typefied a 
serious check to the policy of 
“Turcification” of dependencies to 
which that party had proclaimed its 
devotion. It represented, if it was 
not actually inspired by, the clearly 
understood wishes, amounting almost 
to a threat of intervention, of Eu- 
rope. With this conciliation Hakki 
Pasha, together with Rifaat Pasha,

For the past 
few months it has become increas- 
ingly difficult to find suitable men 
in any capacity to take office ; and 
that difficulty is not likely to be 
diminished under the stress of war. 

That his Majesty Mohammed V., 
of whom little enough is heard in 
ordinary circumstances, should 
make an effort to assert himself at 
this juncture, affords, perhaps, the 
lest hope for the -ituation. In 
actual fact the Sult little more 
than s puppet of the Committee. 
To it he owes his place and by it 
hisactions have been strictly hedged 
abont, Even the Committee, how-! 
ever, can’ scarcely pull down another 
Sultan without raising another re- 
volution, and this it is not to be 
supposed capable of wishing to do. 
But the plain fact of the matter is 
that Turkey needs one — strong, 
leader, as distinct from any come 
mittee or association ; und if the 
Sultan can fill that réle, with or 
without the aid of the Parliament 
which he is about to assemble, 
Turkey will not whol! 

The position of the 
country is, it must be admitted, not 
encouraging. The Budget for the 
current year showed a deficit of 
£76,394, 468 in an expenditure of 
only £135,007,446 ; while the 
reserve fund according to the latest 
available figures stood at £171,862,- 
617 and the total amount of the 
Ottoman debt at £T129,690,988. 
To add to this, much distress prevails 
throughout the Empire on account 
of the high price of all necessaries 
of life, not to mention the numbers 
of people, estimated ut bet- 
ween forty und fifty thousand, 
who were left homeless by 
the great fire in Constan- 
tinople of a few weeks ago. Beneath 
all this adverse showing, the rulers 
of Turkey have two strong assets 
in the superb fighting qualities of 
the Turkish soldier and the ad- 
mirable patriotism of tho nation. 
Unfortunately these qualities are 
largely negatived by the want of 
naval power, in that every telegram 
now points more and more to the 
fight being reduced to a guerilla 
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warfare in the hinterland of Tripoli.

In the matter of railways they have 
had it and, with the practical ex- 
amples before us of waste, mis- 
appropriation and inefficiency, can 
only be thought to have made 
lamentable misuse of it.

The 
proud repudiation by the Ottoman 
Embassy in London of any accept- 
ance by Turkey of monetary com- 
pensation does not harmonize well 
with the ‘arrangement considered 
probable according to all sources of 
information. But the merits of 
‘ face-saving ” are known elsewhere 
than in China only. Italy’s re- 
puted intentions have every appear- 
ance of fairness. From all points 
of view, in her preliminary sound- 
ing of the Powers and in hor 
repeated disclaimer of any design 
upon Tarkey in Europe, she bi 
given proof of her desire to use no 
undue oppression. Pro-Tarkish 
intervention by Europe is clearly 
beyond praying for. It becomes, 
therefore, mainly s question of 
ing Tarkey to her senses. 
‘Without control;of the sea she can- 
not come to close quarters with her 
opponent on anything like equal 
terms. Whatever forces she may 
have in Tripoli, she is unable to 
add to them, and there appears no 
reason to beli that the task of 
capturing the Tripolitan ports need 
be attended by exceptional diffical- 
ty. The utmost that Turkey can 
then hope for is the stalemate of a 
guerilla warfare in the hinterland 
of Tripoli, which, without doing 
herself any good, would only serve 
to arouse public opinion against her. 
The alternative is a settlement upoo 
terms which promise to be no moro 
undignified, in the circumstances of 
the case, than useless resistance 
coald be. If that settlement can in- 
deed be arranged, the thanks of the 
world in full measure will be due 
to Germany. It is not, perhaps, 
altogether the fault of the ontside 
world if at times it views German 
diplomacy with some suspicion. 
Instances of a contrary feeling 
deserve to be emphasized all the 
more on that acecunt. Oa this 
occasion Germany would appear to 
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delicacy and persistence.

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THE SZECHUAN 
CRISIS. 
AN UNKNOWN QUANTITY. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


Peking, Sept. 23. 

For the past fortnight interest in 
Peking has been focussed upon the 
sitaation in Szechuan. At the ontset 
there was s general disposition to 
regard the disturbances as parely local 
bat as days passed, and Chéogta 
remained cut off from the rest of the 
world most of the Legations began to 
take a more serious view of the mat 

Both diplomatiste and  journaliste 
Inboured under the same disadvantages 
in endeavouring to form a correct 
‘estimate of the probable course of events 
in Western China, No direct news 
from the centre of the trouble 
reovived for several days, and consal 
and independent reports from Chung- 
king simply served up Chinese versions 
of the state of sffsirs in the disturbed 
area, The Waiwopa, which throughout 
the crisis assured the Legations that 
the Government was doing all in its 
power to protect foreign lifeand property, 
‘occasionally reessured us, aod sometimes 
‘added to our alarm by circulating com- 
muniqnés containing the latest Chinese 
officiel news from the West. 

The native press killed officials and 
the leaders of the agitation with pitiless 
impartiality, and does not now appear in 
the least dismayed by the resurrection 
and renewed activity of a score or two 
of persons who should ere now have 
been safely buried. 

REASSURING, 

It came as a great relief, therefore, 
when the first, aod moch belated des- 
patch of the British Consal at Chéog- 
‘ta, followed by equally belated telegrame 
to other Legations, filtered through, 
and brooght the reassuring news 
the Viceroy was holdiog his own 
within the city, and that so far as was 
Known, no foreigners bad been molest- 
ed. A day or two later came the bom- 
Ddaatic despatch of the Viceroy himsrlf, 
recounting the herculean feats of bir 
troops. and the capture or destraction 
of countless rebels, cannon and wea- 
dealing with 
very serious view 
of the whole matter, Chao Erh-féog’s 
despatch was solemnly published in the 
Official Gazette, aod an Edict was issu- 
ed commendiog him for bis sncoessfnl 
efforts, and instracting him completely 
to suppress the agitation. 

BEATEN OR BRIBED.

‘The village of Tajoura, to the 
east of Tripoli, is considerably more distant from the 
city than indicated in the sketch, being actually 
above twelve miles away. It is part of a fertile belt, 
and the Italians might naturally solect it as a landing 
place for troops, especially as it would be outside the

From Our Own Correspondent, 
Kaifeng, Sept. 27. 

‘The unrest in other parts of Chios 
has spread to Kaifeng and we have had 
plenty of alarmas of revolationaries, etc., 
during the past months. The Govern- 
or arrested some seven or eight men 
who were accused of being revolation- 
aries, one of them being an expectant 
official, but nothing was done to them 
1s proof was hard to obtain. 

‘The gates are gaarded most regular- 
ly by night and day, and whenever the 
Governor goes out he is escorted by 
some two or three hundred soldiers ; 50 
afraid is be of anarchists that it is said 
he will hardly see anybody. Some 
explosives were found in a watchmake 
shop in one of the principal streets. 
‘The contents of the shop wore con- 
fiseated and it now bears the logend 
“closed by order of the police.”
